G.S.R. 420(E). —Tbs following draft of rules further to amend the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules 1955, Which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of 
the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adul¬ 
teration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), is hereby published, as required by sub-section (!) of the 
Said section 23 for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice 
iS hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration after the expiry 
of 35 days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of India in which this noth 
fication is published arc made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which nmy be received from any person with respect to 
the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government, 

Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 

1976. 
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2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955— 

( 1 ) in rule 7, in sub-rule 13), for the words “send to the person concerned two 
copies”, the words and figures “deliver to the Local (Health) Authority a 
report in triplicate” shall be inserted; 

(ii) in rule 9, clause (j) shall be omitted; 

(iii) after rule 9, the following rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

“9A. Local (Health) Authority to send report to persons concerned .— The Local 
(Health) Authority shall, as soon as may be, after the institution of prose¬ 
cution, forward a copy of the report ot the result of analysts in Form III 
delivered to it under tub-rule (3) of rule 7, simultaneously, by registered 
post or by hand, as may be more appropriate, to the person from whom 
the sample of the article of food was taken by the Food Inspector, and 
also to the person, if any, whose name, address and other particulars had 
been disclosed under section 14A of the Act. ’; 

(iv) In rule 12, after the words "takes the sample”, the loll owing words, figures and 

letter shall be inserted, namely:— 

“and to the person, if any, whoso name, address and other particulars have 
been disclosed under section 14A of the Act"; 

(v) after rule 12A. the following rules shall be inserted, namely:— 

“12B. Form of nomination of a person on behalf of a company. —(1) A company 
may inform the Local (Health) Authority by notice, in duplicate, in Form 
VIII, containing the nam e and address of the director or manager, who has 
been nominated by it under sub-section (2) of section 17 of the Act to be in 
charge of, and responsible to the company for the cog! . -H H ai i winess of 
the company: 

Provided that no such nomination shall be valid Uu.w^j tl e director or 
manager who has been so nominated, gives his consent in writing in 
Form VIII and the same is sent to the said Authority in duplicate 
along with the nomination. 

(2) The Local (Health) Authority shall sign and return one copy of Form VIII 
to the company to signify the acceptance of the nomination and retain the 
second copy in his office for record. 

12C. Vendor to disclose name and address of director/manager in certain circum¬ 
stances. —The vendor shall disclose the name and address of the director or 
manager, as the case may be, nominated in Form VIII under rule 12B to a 
purchaser who inform him of his intention to have an article purchased from 
him analysed by a public analyst under section 12 of the Act.”; 

(vi) in rule 16, clause (c) shall be renumbered as clause (d), and before clause (d), 

as so renumbered, the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(c) A paper slip of the sine that goes round completely from the bottom to top 
of the container, bearing the signature and code number of the Local 
(Health) Authority, shall be affixed on the wrapper, the signature or the 
thumb impression of the person from whom the sample has been drawn, 
being affixed in such a manner that the paper slip and the wrapper both 
carry a part of the signature or thumb impression."; 

(vii) for rule 17, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“17 Manner of despatching containers of samples. —The containers of the 
sample shall be despatched in the following manner, namely:— 

(a) the container of one part of the sample for analysis and a memorandum 

in Form Vlf shall be sent in a sealed packet with the outer cover 
addressed to the Public Analyst by the immediately succeeding working 
day to the Public Analyst by any suitable means; and 

(b) the containers of the remaining two parts of the sample and a copy of 

the memorandum in Form VII shall be sent in a sealed packet by the 
immediately succeeding working day to the Local (Health) Authority 
with an outer cover addressed to Local (Health) Authority by any 
suitable means; 
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Provided that in the case of a sample of food which has been taken from a 
container bearing Agmark seal, the memorandum in Form VII shall 
contain the following additional information namely:— 

(i) Grade 

(ii) Agmark label No.'/Batch No. 

(iii) Name of packing station.”; 

(viii) in rule 50, after sub-rule (1A), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

"(IB) The name and address of the director or manager, as the case may be, 
nominated by the company under rule 12B shall be mentioned in the 
licence.”
